These serve no useful purpose In iden- 
tifying the denomination of notes with 
the designs thi3y bear nor have they 
been selected according to any scheme 
of historical balance. As an example 
of existing confusion the present dol- 
lar silver certificate hears the por- 
traits of both Lincoln and Grant. The 
plan is to reduce these nineteen mis- 
cellaneous designs to nine, selecting 
the portraits with some reference to 
the importance and position of their 
subjects in American history and us- 
ing the sama portrait on one denomin- 
ation through out. The. faces would 
-he placed in the center of the note 
and would enable the holder to de- 
termine at a glance tie denomination.
